(a) who has entered into, or contracted, a marriage

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Pro\ided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and thcie are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

6. Saving, — -Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the 
meinbcis of the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other spe* ial categories of persons in accordance with the 
orJeis issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard. 


7. Power to relax. — Where the Cential Government is of 
opinion that it is neccssaiy or expedient so to do, it may by 
ordei, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of 
the pi visions of these utles with respect to any class or 
category of persons or posts.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President

(2) They shall come into force on the date of theii publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette.

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The 

number of the said posts, theii classification and the scales 
of pay attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 
to 4 of the said Schedule.

4. Method of Recruitment, age limit and other qualifications 
etc. — The method of lecruitment, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters relating to the said posts, shall be as 
specified iti columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


5. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has enteied into, or contracted, a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into, oi 
contracted, a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
fiom the operation of this rule. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions xeqiiircd to be provided for the mem- 
bers of the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to time in this 
regard. 

7. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may 
hy oi dei, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of 
the piovisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons or posts.

1. (1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Com- 

meice (Class T and Class II posts) Recruitment 
(Amendment) Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. In the Ministry of Commerce (Class I and Class II 
Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1965, — 

(i) for rule 4, the following rules shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

"4. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has enteied into 
or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

5. Power to relax* — Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by older, foi reasons to be recorded in writing, and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect resejvations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Cartes and the Scheduled Tubes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by 
the Cential Govt, ftom time to time in this regard.”; 

(li) in the Schedule, in the entries relating to serial 
number 2, for the entry in column 11, the following 
entry shall be substituted, namely : — 

“Transfer on deputation. — Officers undci the Central 
Government holding analogous posts or with at 
least five yeais’ service in posts in the scale of 
Rs. 325-575 or equivalent having experience in 
Economics /Statistical Investigation Work. (Period 
of deputation — ordinal ily not exceeding thicc 

years)."

Piovided that the uppci age limit specified in column 6

5, Disqualification: No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a mairiage with 
a person having a spouse living or 

(b) who, having a spouse living has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said posts ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law, 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are othei grounds for so doing, exempt any person

6, Power to relax : Provided that the Central Government 
is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to d« it 
may, by ordei, and for reasons to he recorded in writing, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules w r ith respect to 
any class or category of persons or posts.
